Tlte,Indians,, who served 
us, broagbt us water, as we sot or extended our¬ 
selves on the platform, of tfiffcfenltemperatures, 
from that which was as hot as we could bear to 
quite cold. .The hot water was'accompanied 
with tome hard soap and a flesh brush; this Was 
hot however thrown on the body from the dish, 
but sprinkled on with green bushes.

They sleep op platforms built at each 
side of the hut, on which they have a number of 
bear, and other skins, which. r« pder them com¬ 
fortable; and as they have been educated in a 
hardy manner, tliey need little or no ptlier sup¬ 
port, than what they procure* from the sea am) 
hunting. The number of Russians were about 
thirty, and they had with them about seventy 
Rarntschadales, or Indians from Kamtschatka — 
These, with some of .the American Indians, 
whom they had entered into friendship with, oc¬ 
cupied the village, enjoyed every, benefit in com¬ 
mon with the Russians, and were converts to 
their religion. Such other ofthe abnrigiiteo of the 
island, os had not become converts to their sen- 
tiiftents in religious ami civil matters, were ex¬ 
cluded from such privileges, and were prohibit¬ 
ed from wearing certain arms.

We now come to the more expensive 
parts of bptb Works—The'Locks on the fi¬ 
ne Canal, 83 in number, fi68 feet lockage, 
cost 1000 dollars a foot. Or $608,000. Tbe 
excavation of rocks cost $1.75 a cubic 
yard. The depth has ranged from 18 to 31 
feet.—The length ofthe rock catting three 
miles. . 

Canah require feeders to bring the water 
several miles distant, which arp itr fact so 
many small Canals, often very costly; these 
require large reservoirs, they c6ver much 
ground, they destroy water powers, they 
flood some lands, and deprive others of the 
water necessary fir irrigation. They re¬ 
quire numerous bridges and costly aque*- 
ducts over rivers and ravines. Thty sepa¬ 
rate farms, fields and towns, to the great in¬ 
convenience of the inhabitants. Many of 
these effects give rise to just and often hea¬ 
vy damages. . , - 

Raihvays cover but little ground, require 
few bridges, no aqueducts or feeders, they 
flood no lands, deprive none of water; thty 
destroy no water, powers; they offer no ob¬ 
struction to passing over them without 
bridges; and of confse are subject to no 
calls for damages. The principal cost of 
Railways consist in four stone rails, about 
one foot square, capped with an iron bar two 
inches wide three-eighths thick. 

I have here described with equal minutia 
the different construction of a Canal and a 
Railway. I would now ask any one who has 
the least notion of mechanical works, whe¬ 
ther it seems probable, nay possible,.that a 
Railway can cost more than one half the 
price of a Canal. - There are certain works 
so different in magnitude, that they require j Clay therefore sh 
no figures to decide of their relative cost by J lion, on that scor 
tolerably correct approximation,' and these 
two would appear to be essentially of that 
character.

COST, OF RAILWAYS. 

0 > this interesting subject the Boston Sen 
tincl has the following remarks; 

Tt is said that there are various specula 
tiona afloat on this part of the very interest 
ing topic which is soon to appear before the 
Legislature. I have seen an estimate made 
with great care'and research by one of the 
Boston Railway Committee, which made 
out the cost ab.oomething less than $10,000 
a mile, after allowing ten per centum on t|ie 
sum total for contingencies. This estimate 
was examinedln the presence of the writer, 
by gentlemen of much experience in road 
making and other branches of civil engi¬ 
neering, and . unequivocally approved by 
them. It has hoWeVer been doubted that 
the work coUlrtnbe done for that price.— 
The objectof the present, is tq raise those 
doubts, not by tedious calculations which 
may not. be understand by readers in gen 


for their locomotive engines, which ate used 
instead of horses. The authority of English 
writers will be ot some weight, since Rail¬ 
ways have been known in England for more | 
than a century, and several have beenlatcly 
constructed. 

But without going so tar. we have some 
experience at home. The Quincy Railway, 
huilt under all the disadvantages which at¬ 
tach to new things, cost but 11,000 dollars a 
mile, and it is confidently asserted by good 
judges, that the same work might be done 
now for one quarter less at least. There 
are many circumstances in relation to that 
work known to tlie public, which confirm 
this belief. 

The Mauchchunk Railway, in Pennsylva¬ 
nia, cost less than 3000 dollars a mile; but 
this is not such a work as would satisfy 
Massachusetts. It is believed by gentlemen 
who have bninutely investigated the subject, 
that a double Railway to the Hudson will 
not cost $10,000 a mile.

It is understood that N^w-York Canals 
have cost about $20 000 a mile. Let us 
now compare the work of a Canal with that 
of n Railway.'To the first place the whole 
space between every lock must be made wa¬ 
ter-level; therefore the least undulation of 
the ground requires a cut through the rising 
ground sufficiently deep to obtain that lev¬ 
el, and a corresponding embankment thro' 
the depressrd'ground. Although the gen¬ 
eral depth of the Canal be but six feet, yet 
th'se deep cuts must be frequent, and often 

vrrv costly, especially through rock.- 

Whereas tlie'Railway may follow, with 
slight embankments, the natural shape of 
the ground,- provided the elevations do not 
exceed a given maximum, to lie determin¬ 
ed by tbe traffic expected, and thr power 
intended to lie employed. A rocky space, 
.instead of being a costly obstruction, will 
commonly proven means of. economy, by 
saving so much of trench and foundation. 

- The Canal is 40 feet wide nnd 6 feet deep 
vyith hanks 20 feet wide; so that the earth 
must |ie removed thirty feet on an average, 
orqhe hanks made narrow and high, and tlie 
lohori Increased in proportion. This earth 
must he wheeled, carted, or shovelled sev¬ 
eral times. In gravel or sandy soil, the 
banks must be pnddlcd With clay to prevent 
leakige,—a very exiiensiye. work

He baldly urged us to the last appeal of 
nations, agniijst the oppression of « foreign 
power, sustained us by liis undaunted firm¬ 
ness nnd moral courage, in the hour of trial, 
and finally aided in tlieiiegocintion of an hon¬ 
orable peace. He has been the friend of lib¬ 
erty throughout the world. His eloquence 
has reached the remotest regions of South 
America, and when patriot armies have 
been almost ready to give up the contest, 
the reading, at the head of their legionji, of 
his speech upon $outh American emancipa¬ 
tion, has roused their drooping energy, and 
fired their henyls with renewed courage and 

f iatriotism. When our union was shaken to 
ts centre, in the discussion of the Missouri 
questionywhen party strife on that subject 
raged tyith most violence, the eloquence of 
Mr. Clay was like pouring oil on the troub¬ 
led waves. Tlie tepipest of pnssion and par¬ 
ty feeling was calmed, and Missouri was ad¬ 
mitted a member of the Unioh.

He had receiv¬ 
ed the confidence of Jefferson, of Madison, 
and of Monroe He had become intimately 
acquainted wit 1 all our various and multi¬ 
plied foreign n lations. He had particular¬ 
ly exhibited hi devotion to republican prin¬ 
ciples and the right of instruction, by resign¬ 
ing his seat as ifcnator of the United States, 
when he could lot vote the will of his State 
in opposition to the administration of Mr. 
Jefferson. He lad ably and eloquently, and 
with manly firpness, opposed British op¬ 
pressions upon jur commerce, and the im¬ 
pressment of our seamen. He had efficient¬ 
ly, and in variots stations, sustained bur rep- ~ 
utation abroad) He had, for eight years, 
in the administration of the government at 
home, held the first and most important sta¬ 
tion in the cabinet; which he filled to the en¬ 
tire satisfaction of the public. His gretCV 
talents, learning and experience, were ad¬ 
mitted by all. The moral integrity of his 
private character, commanded the respect 
of those most violently opposed to him. It 
was above suspicion, above reproach. Such 
is the character of the man that Mr. Clay i$ 
to be condemned for voting for, in opposition 
to General Jackson. . 

But party politicians have given partial 
extracts from the Journals of Congress, and 
attempted to impose the belief upon the 
public mind, that he was opposed to the ac¬ 
quisition of the territory of Louisiana. If 
this were true and constituted a disqualifi¬ 
cation for the office, Mr. Jefferson. Mr. 
Madison and Mr. Monroe surely betrayed 
the trust of the people, in reposing confi¬ 
dence in him. If it is a reason why we 
should not now vote for him, it surely should 
have been a reason why those men, who 
were best acquainted with the circumstanc¬ 
es of his votes should have withheld their 
support for him. Gen. Jackson himself be¬ 
ing a candidate for the Presidency may be 
presumed to have been acquainted with his 
course upon this subject, and in his letter to 
Mr. Monroe of the 18th March, 1817, he 
said to him, "I have no hesitation in saying 
you have made the best selection to fill the 

department of state that could be made._ 

Mr. Adams in the hour of difficulty will be 
an able helpmate, and I am convinced his 
appointment will affitrd general satisfac¬ 
tion.” If lie were the best selection for the 
department of state which could have beea 
made iu the opinion of General Jackson, 
how can the friends of that gentleman con¬ 
sistently contend that his votes on the sub¬ 
ject of Louisiana should be any objection to 
him?
